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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: The specification on page 3, line 7 through page 
4, line 2 provides support for carxyl group representing R1 , R2. R3 and/or R4. However, claim 1 reads on R1 . R2, R3 and/or R4 
representing an alkyi group which is substituted with a carboxyl group. The specification, as originally filed, fails to provide support for the 
alky! group being substituted by a carboxyl group. With respect to the prior art rejection, The British patent 1 208 144 disclose that 
polymers containing sulphonic acids are very suitable as catalysts in the direct hydration of straight chain olefins. Applicant's argument 
that the reaction disclosed by Venturello is directed to the production of diols and the reaction disclosed by Young and the British 
Patent*144 is directed to the production of alcohols and ethers has been noted. This argument has not been found persuasive because 
the use of similar catalysts such as tungsten oxide in both typpes of reaction is disclosed by the prior prior art of record. Further, as 
shown in the Examples set forth in the specification, the success of the claimed process depends not only on the type of catalyst used but 
on the amount of catalyst used and specific solvent used. Note that in Table 4 on page 12 of the specification it is shown that the use of a 
polymer with sulfonic groups, such as Dalaion Pi<228 resulted in a low isolated yield and in Table 5. it is shown that the use of toluene as 
a solvent resulted in a low isolated yield. 
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
